Dr. Patrick, of Yorkton, Aspires to 
Succeed. Mr. Insinger—He Will 
Support the Ross-Haultain Combi- 
nation—Opposes Municipalities and 


On Tuesday, November 2nd, six 
local pines will be held in the 
Territories, the vacant constituencies 
being Mac , Lethbridge, Moore 
Jaw, South Qu’Appelle, Ratoche and 
Yorkton. Dr. Patrick, who unsuccess- 
fully contested the constituency at a 
previous election, is out in Yorkton as 
a candidate for the seat Mr. Insinger 
has resigned. Dr. Patrick, who has 
heen on—paper at least—somewhat of 
a Radical, has issued an address in 
which he says: 

You have known me as a loyal sup- 
porter of Mr. Insinger, whose course as 
#« member ot the Assembly, and whose 
ability, integrity and fitness, rapidly 
advanced him to a yoaing : position 
among the public men of the Terri- 
tories, His resignation isa great loss, 
not only to this district, but to the 
whole country. If elected in his stead 
T shall follow, as well as I can, the 
line he marked out in local affairs. 

My faith in the integrity and ability 
of Mr. Haultain, who has been called 
on by His Honor the Lieut.-Governor 
to form the first Executive Council, 
has led me hitherto to give him what- 
ever of soppors Icould, and believing 
that he is the right man in the right 
place. I should have confidence in his 
Government so long as I can approve 
of the legisiation it proposes, and of 
its administration of public affairs, 
and Iam pleased to know that Mr. 
Haultain has associated with him in 
his government, the Hon, James 
Ross. who, as a member, as Speaker of 
the House, and as a member of the 
late executive committee, has rendered 
faithful services to the North West 
Territories. 

While Messrs. Haultain and Ross 
have differed as to what may be the 
best policy for Canda, they for years 
have proved that they can lay aside 
such differences and work together 
for the upbuilding of these Territories, 
and I as one who has ever conelstently 
upheld the policy of making and _ad- 
ministering our local laws independent 
of Domimon egos ber and with an 
eye single to the good of the Territor- 
ies, believe them to he right in estab- 
lishing a non-partisan executive, and 
seek election on that issue. 

The requirements of the North West 
erritories will be fully met by one 
set of local government machinery 
for as long a period as we can clearly 
foresee, nor do we wish to see extende: 
westward the municipalities, the debts 
and the taxes of the province of Mani- 
toba. The experieuce of our Canadian 
provinces and of the Aunerican states 
are warnings to us, against the evil 
results of reckless bonusing and bor- 
rowing. They have acted on the 
assumption that it was better tc get 
municipal institutions first and people 
afterward. [et us then rather be 
content with our simple system till 
our people ‘stand so thick upon the 
ground” as to make such 
institutions a necessity, and let us 
in the meantime so manage our local 
affairs that homeseekers may lonz be 
able to found homes in the North West 
Territories among a debt free, and a 
tax free people. ut to do this we 
must discourage every politician who 
seeks to make our local government or 
our legislature a tool to serve the ends 
of any political party at Ottawa. 

The coming session of the Assembly 
will probably be the busiest in_ its his- 
tery. Acommittee appointed to re- 
vise and consolidate the ordinancer 
will report, and that re 
with such amendments to the laws as 
the Executive Council may see fit to 

, will be laid before the House, 
our new government must here- 
after be responsible not only for ite 
acts ot administration but also for the 
passing of necessary laws, not only for 
what it does but for what it leayes un- 
done. and whoever the new member 
for Yorkton may he, it will be hie nct 
so much to introduce proposed laws 
but to consider those that are intro- 
duced and to that task, if elected, I 
will devote myself.

HonoRABLE Str,—Will you kindly 
send me by express the revolver with 
which I shot Anthony F, O'Neill in 
1872. Having been oned I believe 
I'm entitled to it, The Hawaiian gov- 
ernment returned the one I shot Capt, 
Stolt with, andin both these affairs 
time has justified my action. 

lam living alone on my ranch, and 
am bothered with petty ‘thieves and 
burglars. I want something to pro- 
tect my life and property with, there- 
fore I make this request, assuring you 
that only a proper use will be wade of 
the weapon. 

Yours rompactfully. 
Jas. C. Kina.”

The shooting to which King refers 
occurred on the afternoon of Nov, 18, 


1872, at Pine street in the office 
of Joige Joseph Sutherland, in this 
n 


city. was at that time a lawyer, 
The man he killed was Anthony F. 
O'Neill, A month previous to the 


tragedy King’s wife began a suit for 
divorce. Judge Sutherland was ap- 

inted referee in the case, and_ the 
earing was held in his office on Pine 
street. O'Neill, who was a detective, 
testified before the referee to acts of 
cruelty on King’s part towards his 
wife. When the hearing sdjourned 
for the day that O'Neill gave his testi- 
mony, King followed O'Neill out of 
the referee's office and shot him as he 
was passing down the stairs, ©’Neill 
died immediately, King walked back 
into the referee's office and handed 
the pistol to Judge Sutherland, 

Mr. Olcott directed his stenographer 
to notify Mr. King that revolvers used 
in shooting cases in New York were 
very seldom returned to the person 
who used them, and that the shooting 
referred to in Mr. King’s letter had 
occurred so long ago that the revolver 
had probably been sold.

The lessee of the line in effect guar- 
antees its working expenses, and 
hands over all its surplus earnin 
a very comfortable arrangement for 
the bordholders. The Canadian Pa- 
cific admittedly did net make much of 
the first lease, as a large portion of the 
net earnings had to be spent on raisin 
the physical conditiors of the road. 
The new lease, however, is yielding 
much better results, and, in fact, very 
encouraging ones, The net for July 
just announced exceeds $6,000, and 
raises the aggregate for the nine 
months of the current year to $55,400 
—fully double the aggregate of the 
corresponding period last I pony These 
were the dullest months of the North- 
Western year, and the next three will 
have the moving of an exceptionally 
good wheat crop. Only $8,000 r 
month will be needed up to the end of 
October to raise the net earnings of 
the road to the same amount as the 
Government subsidy, namely, $80,000. 
The divisible balance of $160,000 thus 
foreshadowed would pay three per 
cent. on the bonds. 

_ But their futur? ossibilities are not 
limited to a question of mere yield. 

The essence of their value continues 
to be what it wasoriginally—the pros- 
pect of their being absoibed by the 
Uanadian Pacific. That question was 
not settled last year, but merely post- 
poned. [t will have to be settled, how- 
ever, before the Canadian Pacific com- 
mits itself to the proposed extension 
from Edmonton to Athabasca, The 
new traffic thereby thrown on the 
existing road would easily raise its net 
earnings to more than 6 cent. on 
the cutstanding bonds, Pomere of a 
contemplated deal with the bondhold- 
ers may not, therefore, be floating 
about for nothing. The road is of 
more re to the Canadian Pacific then 
to anybody-.else, but it has a second 
string to its bow, also.

THE FINANCIAL NEWS DEALS 
WITH THE CALGARY ROUTE 


Canadians Will Come Out on Top— 
Some Inside History of the C. & 
E. Ry.—A Hint That Jim Hill May 
be Approached to Extend the Rail- 
way South. 


The Calgary-Yukon route is already 
attracting attention in England, as 
the following article from the Finan- 
cial News, of September 22nd, will 
show: 

“CALGARY TO CLONDYKE 


The Canadians nd the Americans 
are playing a game of bluff with each 
other over Clondike, and the Cana- 
dians may be safely backed to “come 
out on top,” as they say across the 
Atlantic, There is no lopger.a doubt 
that the new goldfields are in Cana- 
dian territory, The Americans may 
discover others for themselves on their 
own side of the boundary, but they 
have had to give up their threatened 
claim to any of those already found, 
Still they hold ali the existing gate- 
ways into the Yukon country, and, 
apparently, they mean to make the 
most of that advantage. At Dyeaand 
Skagway Bay they are enforcing the 
Dingley tariff to its utmost rigour 
against the gold hunters, so many of 
whom are rashing to certain destruc- 
tion, Onevery horse they take in 
with them they are charged $30, and 
many horses have hud to be lefp be- 
hind in consequence of their owners 
having no $30 to spare. Naturally, the 
Canadians are sore at the unneighbor- 
ly treatment they are receiving, and 
opportunities of getting even with 
Uncle Sam are not likely to be neg- 
lected, It has heen proposed to revise 
the Clondike regulations and disquali- 
fy foreigners from holding claims. 
Seeing that most of the existing claims 
are in the hands of Americans, that 
would be hard on them, Less aRgTee 
sive means of retaliation are likel7 to 
be fevored, A very effective one 
would be to open a purely Canadian 
route into the Yukon aT 
avoiding Alaska altogether, and keep- 
ing out of the bags 4 of the Dingley 
tariff. That may look at first sight 
far from easy, as the distances by the 
shortest trails from possible starting 
yoints on the Canadian Pacific range 
trom 1,200 to 1,500 imiles. But the 
journey need net be all made by land, 

‘he great rivers and Inkes of the 
North West may be a ilized for water 
carriage, sometimes for several hun- 
dred miles at a stretch, 

The Dominion Government has had 
under consideration this question of 
an all Canadian route to the Yukon, 
and is sending out an experimental 
expedition, which will be followed 
with interest, Lt starts at Edmonton, 
the northern terminus of the Calgary 
and Edmonton railway, a feeder of the 
Qanadian Pacific, _ Should a practic- 
able route be found the railway will, it 
is said, be extended from Edmonton 
to the Athabasca, along the Hudson 
Bay Company's trail. From the 
Athabasca the next stage would be tn 
the Lesser Slave lake where xnother 
Hudson's Bay Company's trail would 
be struck going to the Nelson River, 
from which would be an easy journey 
to the Peace River, then to the Pelly 
and down to the Yukun. This route 
s known to old trappers, one of whom 
vouches for ita being not merely prac- 
ticable, but comparatively easy, Sev-

SILVER 


The outlook for silver is be- 
coming decidedly brighter. The 
Bauk of England does not appear 
to have been scared either by the 
threats or the cheap ridicule of 
the gold party and its rabid press, 
and wil! evidently carry out the 
intention lately announced by its 
governor to use silver for a portion 
of its note reserve. The opposition 
of a large section of the people and 
press of Great Britain to the white 
metal seems to the outsideobserver 
inexplicable. The name of silver 
has only to be mentioned and 
certain rs become insane, 
Their hands go up in horror, real 
or assumed, and their vocabularies 
are searched for the most oppro- 
brions epithets to hurl at the 
miserable traitor, the dangerous 
rvevolationist, the enemy cf ‘sound 


finance,” who dares to suggest that 
silver should be given a decent 
show. These papers, and the 
millionaire gold bugs they pander 
to, know that silver has been 
placed under the ban by the 
majority of the so called en- 
lightened nations of the world, 
but nothice will satisfy them_but 
its complete anihilation. They 
know, but will not admit, that 
silver is as useful a money metal as 
gold, and yet, not satisfied with 
the action of the leading nations 
in closing their mints to its tree 
coinage, they are now fighting 
tooth and nail to prevent the 
Bank of England from doing what 
the law and common sense allows 
it, namely holding a fifth, of its 
reserve in silver. 

The Daily News of the 4th 
instant in its financial article 
refers to the rumor that an active 
correspondence is proceeding 
between the home and_ Indian 
governments and that the con- 
cessions to Ameriga will include 
the holding of one-fifth of the 
Bank of England's reserve in 
silver, raising the amount of the 
legal tender of silver coin from £2 
to £25and reopening the Indian 
mints and says: “itis very muc' 
to be desired that an end should 
be put to the present mischievous 
agitation and its attendant 
disquieting reports.” 

The most effective way to putan 
end to the “mischievous agitation” 
is to treat the silver cause with 
the simple justice to which it is 
entitled, that is, restore it to its 
old time standing by opening the 
mints to its free coinuge at a 
reasonable ratio with gold. At 
the present stage of the game 
silver is depressed owing to unfair 
and oppressive legislation. Allow- 
ing it to be coined, and giving ita 
status as legal tender, at a ratin 
which would make say 18 or 20 
ounces of silver eqnal to one 
ounce of gold, would once more 
restore the balance by making 
money more plentiful, by encour- 
aging the important industry of 
silver mining, and last but not 
least by putting an end to the 
“mischievous agitation” which 
during the past few years has done 
so much to unsettle both commerce 


and politics, 


The wonderful increase in the 
earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
road has created a great deal of 
excicement in Montreal. For the 
last week in September a gain of 
$250,000 over ‘the corresponding 
period of last year is more elo- 
quent proof of improvement in 
business throughout the country 
than would be volumes of com- 
mercial reports. This increase is 
the largest in the history of the 
the company, going $100,000 more 
than any increase since the road 
was built. More remarkable still 
is the fact that only twice on 
every railroad on this continent 
has acompany shown a growth of 
earnings greater than this, and 
those were in the good times in 
the eighties. October was a ban- 
ner period for the Canadian 
Pacific railway earnings last year, 
when the statement showed a 
return of $190,000; whereas the 
‘last week” period of September 
this year, which gives earnings of 
$746,000, included nine days only.

HIS MANY SUITS 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier is a remark- 
hen he is in the 
States he _ tells his 
audiences that he will never be 
happy. until Canada and the 
United States have the closest 
ossible trade relations. In the 
nited States hoe is as American as 
most Americans. He embraces 
the lank figure of Uncle Sam, and 
declares that Canada’s only hope 
lies in a continental trade union. 


When in England — which 
countr the gifted premier 
mistook to be entirely free trade, 


having frequently seen statements 
to that effectin such journals as 
the Toronto Globe—Sir Wilfrid 
adapts himself to what be errone- 
ous! supposes to be the universal 
British feeling, and is a strong 
free trader. He is full of gratitude 
co Great Britain for the trade 
favors that °country has bestowed 
upon Canada—which “tavors” are 
preceeiy the same as those which 
reat Britain bestows upon ever 
country in the world—and he will 
give to Great Britain, as return for 
these favors, an advantage in the 
Canadian market. He would not 
think of accepting from the 
mother country an arrangement 
whereby Canadian products would 
have the epventage in the British 
market over the products o 
foreign countries, for, being a free 
trader, he believed that sort of 
arrangement to be wrong. 
Last night in Toronto, Sir 
Wilfrid made a Canadian speech— 
and a good Canadian speech,{too. 
He went completely back on the 
sentiments of his American 
speeches, and announced, in effect, 
that no more would he bend the 
knee of application to Uncle Sam, 
but that, henceforth, “the honor 
and dignity of the Canadian name 
will ever ve the guiding star of 
the government,” in its dealings 
with the United States. Nor was 
Sir Wilfrid quite so sure about the 


imposition, by Britain, of a 
differential duty in favor of 
Canadian owroducts being a 
calamity. He even went so far as 


to admit that a preference for 
Canadian products in the British 
market is desirable, and intimated 
that the denunciation of the 
German and Belgium treaties 
made preferential policy 
possibte. He said: “There is 
nothing now in the way. The 


ground is ready for discussion, and 
itcan be discusyed with the hope 
of obtuining some 
solution of tke problem, 

That is quite encouraging to the 
Canadian Conservatives, who have 
been for years advocating the 
very thing for which Sir Wilfrid 
is now preparing the way. 

The ease with which Sir Wilfrid 
changes his opinion is, to say the 
least, remarkable, We _ have 
already pointed out that he has 
different sets of ideas for the 
United States, for England, and 
for Canada, That he has different 
sets of ideas for Quebec and for 
Ontario is unfortunately too true, 
and it is little wonder that so 
versatile a man refuses to accept 
newspaper reports of his speeches 
as evidence that he made the 
speeches. Speaking of the facilit 
with ‘vhich he can change his 
views on public questions, he said, 
at the banquet last night: ‘Now, 
Lam not above telling you that I 
am always ready to put on the 
clothes of my opponent when I 
find it convenient.” That he has 
found it convenient a great man 
times during the last two years is 
well known to all Canadians, and 
we suppose we shall have to be 
vatisfed fora while, with a states- 
man who originates nothing, but 
who borrows his ideas 
and his policy from his 
political enemies, It is lucky that 
his politicai enemies are not 
equally barren of ideas, and that 
hey are able to devise schemes 
for the good of the couatry which 
recommend themselves to the 
leader of the party in power.— 
Hamilton Spectator,

discoyeries further north in the Cas- 
siar country of still richerplacer mines, 
In all these instances the trend of the 
discoveries has been northwest or 
northnorthwest, in a belt which runs 
practically from the southern bound- 
ary of British Columbia to the Yukon, 
and lies betweeu the Rocky mount- 
ains proper and the coast range of 
British Columbia, In the Kootenay, 
Cariboo and Cassiar districts placer 
mining has been followed in a greater 
ov lesser degree by the discovery of 


f | quartz veins, almost in exact propor- 


tion to the facility of access; and that 
these have not been worked extens- 
ively, particularly in Cariboo, is due to 
the difficulty of getting wachinery 
into the country, and not to any lac 
of ore, There are untold mines of 
wealth in the Kootenay, Cariboo and 
Cassiar districts yet; but it will take

generally than Calgary. 

Regina can hold football tourna- 
ments which are great successes, 
Medicine Hat hockey tournaments, 
but Calga: contents itself with a 
bicycle meet which is financially at all 
events a failure, and a polo tourna- 
ment which is simply got up by some 
dozen men and receives no support 
from the town, It has been suggested 
that the bicycle is to blame for the 
present state of things, men going out 
on long rides when they might other- 
wise be potting in their time more 
healthfully by an honest game of foot- 
ball or cricket. Perhaps thls is so, but 
at any rate surely enough men can be 
got togetber to go in for athletics and 
resclve that Calgary shall not be cov- 
sidered ‘an easy mark” any longer by 
teams coming from smaller towns and 
far inferior to teams that could be put 
together here if the men were not too 
lazy to exert themselves, 

Itis to be hoped that the Rugby 
football practice which will be held 
tomorrow will be well attended and 
that the coming season will be a good 
one, Some raise the objectio.. that 
they do not know the game, but that 
is easily remedied, one is never too old 
to learn. And for a game that ex- 
pands the chest and makes the muscle 
come, there is nothing to beat Rugby 
football, Perhaps the enthusiasm of 
the young men will be raised to such a 
pitch that they may send a team to 
Regina, It is about time that some- 
thing was done to show Regina that it 
cannot hold the Territories down at 
Rugby.

CITY VERSUS COUNTRY 


The opinion prevails generally that 
residents in cities are a less healthy 
class than those who live in the coun- 
try, but statistics do not sustain this 
view. Country people, it is true, 
should possess the better physical de- 
velopment, and the fact that the re- 
verse is quite often the case is proof of 
their disregard of hygiene rather than 
of the advantageous conditions of city 
life. In other words, there can be 
little doubt that with equally intelli- 
ent observance of the laws of health, 
the country would win in the competi- 
tion of bone and brawn. 

Few of those who live in cities real- 
ize what benefits they enjoy in the 
way of scientific cookery and ample 
market resources. The cuisine ot the 
farmer is so limited that his household 
falls into a dietary routine which 1s 
mouctonously unhealthful. Different 
sections have their own characteristic 
peculiarities, but everywhere the fry- 
ing pan and its dripping, indigestible 
products hold first place. The experi- 
ence of city people who go occasional- 
ly to the country disproves the boast- 
ed superiority of rural cookery, The 
tarmer’s wife rarely advances beyond 
tne limits her mother set before her, 
and in most instances the varied de- 
mandsupon her time and strength 
render her unable to give proper care 
to the preparation of food, On the 
other hand the urban family has the 
widest scope in the selection of edibles, 
and the sources of the food supply are 
watched by municipal specialists, who 
are quick to trace the relation of cause 
and effect between tainted milk or 
water and a rise in the death rate, 
Then, again, the competition among 
producers is so keen that the 
yreat city markets are loaded with the 

st of everything eatable. 

There is another consideration which 
is potent in turning the hygienic bual- 
ancein favor otf the city. Oddly 
enough, this is the question of ventila- 
tion, Gne would suppose that people 
brought up in the open air would ap- 
preciate the value of well ventilated 
rooms, but as a rule they do not. Most 
of us have been in farm houses where 
the outer air has been rigorously ex- 
cluded. In some that we have seen 
the window frames had been deliber- 
ately sealed down with a thick coat of 
reint, which from easily gathered 
evidence had not been disturbed for 
years. 

The statement that country life pos- 
sesses superior possibilities of health 
finds confirmation in the recognized 
fact that rural infants are hardier and 
better conditioned than their city 
cousins. On the other hand, among 
the applicants for admission at a num- 
ber oF women’s colleges, the city girls 
show better averages in health and 
physical development than the candi- 
dates from the country. If this 1s fair 
evidence—and it would be easy to mul- 
tiply instances—it appears that coun- 
try people, starting in life with better 
promise for good health, quickly fall 
behind in comparison with city folks 
simply because they fail to observe the 
elementary principles of hygiene. 

Nearly all children today are taught 
a smattering of hygiene, and it is to 
be honed that each successive genera- 
tion will possess a more abiding sense 
of the necessity of eating the right

JULIAN HAWTHORNE ON INDIA 


ri 


The Cosmopolitan magazine sent 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne to India_so as- 
certain the facts in regard to British 
rule, and to report on the condition of 
the natives, Upon the publication of 
Mr. Hawthorne's  tirst article, the 
editor of the magazine indulged ina 
most abusive tirade against England, 
holding the British responsible tor the 
horrors of the English famine, and 
drawing most uncomplimentary con- 
clusions from the fact that the British 
people spent millions on the jubilee 
festivities while their lidian fellow 
subjects were dying from a lack of 
food. 

The article excited much indigna- 
tion and many replies were made to it 
The most conclusive answer, however, 
appeare in the columns of the Cosmo- 
politan itself. Mr, Hawthorne conclud- 
es in the October number his series of 
letters by bearing testimony to the 
value of British rule in india, and to 
the heroic and unselfish work that bas 
been done by British officials and civil- 
ians in combatting the famine and the 
pasts. Mr. Hawthorne appears to 
yave written this last letter for the es- 
pecial purpose of answering every one 
of his editor’s charges against the Eng- 
lish. Referring to the sums paid for 
seats on the line of the julnlee proces- 
sion he says that much of this money 
was paid by wealthy Americans, and 
he further says that the people of the 
United States cannot afford to criti- 
cize English rule in India so loeg as 
there remain blemishes on the admin- 
istration by the States ef the affairs of 
their Indian wards, 

The most interesting feature of Mr. 
Hawthorne's article, to British readers 
lies in the general defence which he 
makes of British rule. No other na- 
tion, he says, could have accomplished 
the work that England has done, 
Providence seers to Gave delegated to 
the British people the mission of giv- 
ing law-and-order and Christianity to 
the millions of India, and what failure 
there has been is due to the failure of 
the British people to be themselves a 
Christian nation, It will be a surprise 
to many people to find so friendly a 
critic of the British as Mr, Hawthorne 
denying that they ave a Christian na- 
tion. To Christianity he looks as the 
one thing that can lift India out of 
darkness, and he says, with evident 
sorrow, that missionary effort is not 
as vigorous or as effective as it was 
some years ago. Such a statement 
coming from ao intelligent and ob- 
servant layman, should do much to 
stirup among our church people re- 
newed interest in the great mission 
wield of India,

CANADA'S LIGHT DRINK RATE 


Mr. James Whyte, of the United 
Kingdom Alliance, says in the Times: 
Canada has, I believe, the lightest 
drink rate and also the lightest death 
rate of any nation in Christendom, 
For the ten years ending 18# her 
death rate was only 14°01 per 1000 of 
population living, and her drink was 
the equivalent in absolute alcohol of 
1:19 gallons of prrof spirits per head 

}per annum. For England for these 
same ten years, the drink cate was 
equal to 3-800 gallons of proof spirits 
yearly per head and the death rate to 
20°08 per annum per 1,000 of tne popu- 
lation; for France both the drink rate 
and the death rate were considerably 
higher. The death rate was 21h, It 
may be taken that the Canadian death 
rate was, in proportion to population, 
equal to about two-thirds of the aver- 
age death rate of the principal Euro- 
pean nations, and her drink rate io 
about one third of theit drink rate, 

It is possible thatthe age distribu- 
tion may uccount to some extent for 
the abnormal smallness of their rate 
of mortality. No doubt it does but 
not to any greatextent. I am _ con- 
vinced that the smallness of the drink 
rate is the main factor, In this con- 
nection it is important to note that 
Quebec the province of Canada in 
which the temperance movement has 
made the least progress, has by much 

| the highest rate of mortality, For the 

{ten years in question it averaged 1801 
per 1,000 per annum, or 490 per 1,000 
more than Canada as a whole. Its 
drink rate yearly was the equivalent 
in absolute alcohol of 1°436 gallon of 
proof spirits, Of course, as Quebec 
drank so much more than the aver- 
age, the rest ot Canada must have 
consumed consideeably less than the 
average.
